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INDIANA STATE LIBRARY REPORT. 



REFERENCE DEPARTMENT. 

The work of the reference department follows much the same 
general plan as in previous years. The number of readers remains 
about the same but the circulation has increased two-thirds. This 
increase has been due in large measure to the two special bulletins 
issued last spring, one on debating and the other on club programs. 
The response to both was encouraging but that to the debate num- 
ber was almost overwhelming, with the result that the library sent 
books to many towns which had never borrowed before. At the 
time this article is being written, in the fall of 1912, several of 
tliese schools have applied again for material, and some new ones 
have registered. 

Not only do many persons depend on us for books, but we have 
come to be a general source of information for the whole State. 
Many libraries submit to us questions of fact, identification of quo- 
tations or similar problems which they have been unable to solve 
with the resources they have at hand, and often an individual will 
send in the same sort of question. This work is done maijlly by 
correspondence, and together with that of lending books outside the 
city of Indianapolis, forms a part of our duties that is unnoticed 
by the casual visitor, and that yet takes the most time and effort. 

Requests, as heretofore, come largely from club women, teachers 
and students ; occasionally from ministers, business men, and those 
interested in special subjects. Many, of course, visit the library 
in person, and this phase of reference work differs little from that 
in most reference libraries. 

The collection and classification of club programs and clippings 
still continues. Both are in constant use.

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CATALOGING DEPART^rENT. 

In addition to the rej4:ular work, the special feature of this 
department for the pericxl eovennl in this r(^p(>rt has been, the con- 
tinuation of the eolhition of the Indiana newvspapers. 

This work wa.s lK»guii in 1908 and coniph^ted for newspapers 
published in towns beginning with A to H. 

During the past year we have finished the Indianapolis and 
Logansport newspapers. In this connection, much time was spent 
in the organization and collation of the Laselle and Biddle collec- 
tions of new'spapers which consisted for the most part of Logans - 
port and Indianapolis papers. 

There are over a hundred volumes of Logansport papers, rep 
resenting over tw^enty-five different publications and covering a 
period from 1829 to date. The eai^iest paper, is the Potawattimie 
and Miami Times (1829-1831)., 

We have a complete file of the Logansport Telegraph (1836- 
1849) which is one of the most interesting in the collection. 

The files of the Pharos and Journal are almost complete and 
there are several volumes of the Star, Reporter, Times and Chron- 
icle. 

The unbound volumes are ready for the bindery and wall be 
sent as soon as possible. 

From the Indianapolis papers of the Laselle and Biddle collec- 
tions we w^ere able to get together several volumes which w^e did not 
have and to insert many numbers missing from volumes already 
shelved. While a great many papers in these collections duplicated 
our files, we found a few volumes which were of earlier date. 
Among these, the most valuable was perhaps the Indiana Journal 
for 1828. 

We now have a fairly complete file of the Sentinel, Journal and 
News. 

We hope to collate the remaining Indiana papers during the 
next biennium. 

The manuscripts of the Laselle and Wallace collections have 
been mended, pressed and put in shape so that they can be handled 
without detriment. The^^ are ready to be classified and cataloged, 
but this work will probably not be undertaken until the Depart- 
ment of Archives, is organized. 

The current 'work of the cataloging department, as in any li- 
brary, increases each year, but we have kept it up to date.

LEGISLATIVE REFERENCE DEPARTMENT. 

Previous reports of the State Librarian have summarized at 
len^^th the purposes and results of tlie lejifislative reference depart- 
ment. Tlie dc^velopment lias ^rone on ste<ulily alontr the lines there 
indicated. 
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The department has recognized the great need of making avail- 
able the experience of this State in matters of legislation and ad- 
ministration as found in printed official reports, legislative bills, 
Governors' messages and special documents. Little had been done 
previously in this line. Each Legislature began its work in igno- 
rance of the experience of the State except as it was handed down 
in parts by interested individuals. Such a condition was fatal to 
good legislation. The limited session of the General Assembly 
makes it necessary that the greatest efficiency be put into legisla- 
tive work. 

In recognition of this need the department has indexed the 
valuable material on file in the State Library. The legislative bills 
introduced during the sessions of 1905, 1907, 1909 and 1911 have 
been indexed in the cumulative form, so that if it is desired to 
know what legislation has been proposied during the past few years 
the information will be readily available. The legislators can thus 
be brought quickly in touch with all the legislative proposals on a 
given subject in this State during several sessions. The value of 
this is obvious. The legislator is enabled by it to formulate his own 
proposals in the light of many .similar proposals of other years. 
He is enabled to avoid mistakes and profit by the good features 
which he finds. 

A second source of valuable information, the messages of the 
Governors of the State, has been made accessible by indexing all 
the general, special and veto messages, for the last twenty-two 
years. The proposals of the Governor and his veto messages, ac- 
companied by reasons which are generally strong and well balanced, 
are valuable guides against weak and fallacious proposals. 

The department has also indexed the legislation of this State on 
certain subjects. A complete index of insurance legislation has 
thus been made. It is hoped that means will be made available to 
carry this work forward to the completion of an index for all of 
the legislation of this State from the beginning. 

Another phase of this work is the indexing of the reports of 
State officials in one cumulated form. Much valuable material 
which would help greatly in solving present-day problems is hidden 
away in some of the reports of the State officials and in the legis- 
lative journals. This should all be made available by indexes. 

The department is required to secure, digest and tabulate official 
and scientific data from other States and foreign countries as an 
aid to members of the Legislature and State officers in the way of 
better planned and more carefully digested legislation. 
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To this end the resources of the Supreme Court Library are 
drawn upon largely. Only such compilations as are published by 
the different States, and laws which are separately printed, are 
kept on the shelves of the department. All laws of great signifi- 
cance are of course obtained, and whenever possible, duplicate 
copies are secured in order to accomplish a wider distribution. 

The printed bills of about twenty-five States are secured on 
exchange. Those which are of general value are selected and filed 
under subject headings, so that on any subject may be found bills 
from several States. These are valuable, of course, only so far as 
they embody new features. Primarily a new law should be founded 
upon the actual experience in other States which have adopted it. 
It frequently happens, however, that conditions in this State may 
demand a law which can not be found on the statute books of any 
other State. Resort must then be had to proposed legislation of 
other States. The file of bills will be found valuable in this respect 
in outlining the new measures. Its value will increase from year 
to year with the continued accumulation. 

In the process of building laws upon the sound basis of expe- 
rience, we must know more than the mere form of a law. We must 
know how it works in practice and how it has been interpreted by 
the courts. This is hard to obtain in a satisfactory form. Every 
means is resorted to for information which will help out. By the 
aid of reports of administTative and executive officers, court re- 
ports, books, magazines, newspapers, personal letters and actual 
observation, the strong and weak points of laws or proposed law^s 
are examined. The department seciires all the printed material 
available and sorts from it any part which will aid in the analysis 
of laws or conditions demanding laws. The court reports are ex- 
amined regularly for decisions affecting constitutional and admin- 
istrative law\ A separate index of such decisions is made. 

A second duty imposed upon the department is the preparation 
of Jegislative measures under the direction of the members of the 
General Assembly. This work has become a large element in the 
department's activities. During the session of 1911, upwards of 
four hundred measures were prepared or revised by the depart- 
ment. Much of this work w^as done prior to the convening of the 
General Assembly. 

In bill drafting, the department disclaims responsibility for 
any measure. Only such matters are put into a bill as are directed 
by the member requesting it. We simply place the ideas of the 
member into form for presentation to the Legislature. A tentative 
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rlraft is jrivon to him for his appn>val. This is retiimed with such 
f'han^<»s in(lir'at<*<l as an» fh^sinni. W(» simply act as the agent of 
the U'gislator in foniinlatinfr his [)ro[)Osals. We bring to the formu- 
lation of his ideas the <\\prrienee of the sami* proposals in other 
[)lae(«. The (liH'ision rests with him. 

There is no more important phase of irovernment than the fram- 
intr of just and eff(»etive laws. All administration depends upon 
it. If a law is defective the will of the people is defeated, and all 
law is bronjxht into disrepute. The dangers should emphasize the 
need of extreme care. More effective laws will result in fewer 
la>\'H, an end so much to be desired. 

The department has issued a bulletin setting forth some hints 
on drafting bills, for the purpose of emphasizing the difficulties in 
making laws conform to the requirements of the Constitution. 
Studi(»s in this line will be continued by the department and it is 
hoped that the General Assembly may see the utility of furthering 
the work of studying legislative methods scientifically and giving 
added supi)ort to the development of agencies for scientific drafting 
of bills and the revision of the statutes. The example of the State 
of Wisconsin in e»sta})lishing the office of Revisor of the Statutes 
might well be followed. 

The work of the department has increased both in reference 
and in legal assistance in formulating bills, necessitating an in- 
cr(?as(?d force of as^sistants. The present force is inadequate to meet 
the increasing demand and to do all of the work immediately to be 
done. 

Two years ago the Legislature authorized the department to 
engage^, in municipal reference work to aid cities ami towns in the 
j)r()ble)ns of municipal government. The collection of an adequate 
library to jx^form this service has been pushed forward rapidly 
until now the material available on municipal laws, ordinances, en- 
j^incM'ring prol)l(*ms, civic improvement, and social reform is ex- 
tensive. 

The Legislature also authorized the department to co-operate 
with the State universities in any manner deemed desirable. In 
accordance with the permission given, John A. Lapp, Legislative 
Reference Librarian, was elected by the Board of Trustees of Indi- 
ana University as a lecturer in social legislation and legislative 
procc^ssres, and has been giving regular courses at the University 
during the school years of 1011-1912. 

To (iev(»l()p the municipal reference work the department en- 
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tered into co-operation with the State University by the appoint- 
ment of Prof. Frank G. Bates to a joint position as municipal 
reference librarian of the State Library and as associate professor 
of economics at the University. 

Through these connections, interest in the study of legislation 
and municipal problems has been developed. Further co-operation 
with the newly organized extension division of the University wall 
bring the results of investigation into more active use. 

Efforts have been put forth by the department to secure greater 
co-operation among the legislative and municipal reference depart- 
ments of the States and cities through the medium of '^Special 
Libraries/' the publication of the Special Libraries Association, 
edited from this department, and the National ^Municipal Review 
in the department of municipal legislation. The work of each, 
when made available to all, will greatly add to the efficiency of all 
libraries of this kind. 

The special library idea, which began with legislative reference, 
has spread rapidly into the commercial, manufacturing and busi 
ness field, where it has rapidly gained a distinct place. 

It is no longer an experiment. Scores of the most progressive 
business houses maintain such libraries and treat them as business 
assets. It is a recognition that the library rightly administered can 
serve men who are doing things as well as those who are thinkintr 
things.

These libraries have filled a pressing need in the complex rela- 
tions of the factors which enter into modem business and produc- 
tion. They serve essentially thet-men who are formTilating the poli- 
cies of these concerns and carrying them out. They are the guides 
to keep them from doing things already better done, or of attempt- 
ing a thing until the world's experience on that particular thinti: 
has been given attention. 

Andrew Carnegie once said that his concern had ''made many 
mistakes by neglecting one simple rule * never to undertake any- 
thing new until your managers have had an opportunity to ex- 
amine everyfliing that has been done throughout the w^orld in that 
department.' Neglect of that has cost us many hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars and we have become wise * * * You can go 
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through hall after hall in the patent office at Washington and see 
thousands of models of inventions bearing upon all branches of 
human industry, and ninety-nine out of every hundred would never 
have been placed there had the ignorant inventor had at his com- 
mand such facilities as will be yours in this library. ' ' 

There is in the vicinity of Berlin an institution known as the 
National Testing Laboratory. It is an insititution to which any 
manufacturing concern, engineer, commercial firm or any one in 
industry may take their difficult problems. The experts first of all 
place before the seeker the whole literature of the world on the 
subject. This is in itself the greatest service, for it is true that the 
solution of most problems have been found somewhere if one can 
only find M^here. The library finds it, holds it in readiness and 
puts it into the hand of the right party at the right time. It solves 
problems by the published experiences of the world. "Without care- 
fully indexed sources of information, such as a special library 
maintains, the manager may grope along with an industrial or 
commercial problem without finding a solution until perhaps his 
business has failed. A single fact gleaned from close following of 
sources of information may mean thousands of dollars to a man- 
ager if he has the fact at the right timje. 

The undoubted success of special libraries such as described 
leads us to the belief thajt they will become more and more a factor 
in the solving of business, commercial and industrial problems, as 
well as civic and legislative problems. 



ARCHIVES AND HISTORY. 

Professor Harlow Lindley has continued his work, and makes 
the following report which the Librarian approves: 

Since the last report the Director of the Department of Ar- 
chives and History has prepared, with the co-operation of the 
American Historical Association, a preliminary report on the pub- 
lic archives of Indiana. This report is being published by the 
American Historical Association. No fuller report can be prepared 
until some adequate arrangements are made for the permanent 
care and organization of this material. 

An investigation into the archives of the State has proven be- 
yond all question that the State records are in a most unsatisfac- 
tory condition and beyond any possibility of permanent improve- 
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ment until provision is made by law for their care and organiza- 
tion. 

This condition has arisen from a variety of causes — among 
them the various movements of the Capitol, the lack of room, and 
the absence of any adequate provision by law for their proper 
preservation. 

A large part of the earlier public records of the State, if in 
existence at all, are inaccessible, even to one giving his time and 
effort to the task of making a report concerning them. Many of 
them are stored away like junk in dark, damp and dust-covered 
rooms in the basement. Present State officials know nothing about 
them and no one has ever been given any authority by law to make 
the proper examination. The preliminary examination has re-, 
vealed something of the value of these old records, and has also 
revealed the hopelessness of the undertaking under present condi- 
tions. 

The final accomplishment of the undertaking would mean a 
great saving in time and care, on the part of the State, of records 
which will become more valuable for reference and research work 
all the time. 

The following recommendations are made, which, if executed, 
would at least begin the solution of the problem and prepare the 
way for future activity and progress: 

1. That provisions be made to provide, furnish and e(iuip a 
permanent place for the preservation of the public records of the 
State in an orderly manner. 

2. That steps be taken to examine, classify and remove to a 
suitable place the papers, documents and records not of present- 
day use to their respective departments. 

3. That any State, county, or other official be authorized and 
empowered, in his discretion, to turn over to this department for 
permanent preservation therein any official books, records, docu- 
ments, original papers, newspaper files and printed books and ma- 
terial not in current use in his office. 



ACADEiAlY OF SCIP]NCE AGREEMENT. 

The Academy of Science collection comprises reports from sci- 
entific societies and museums in nearly every country in the world ; 
publications of the scientific associations in the United States; 
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miscellaneous scientific works of all sorts. By an agreement with 
the Academy this collection is now in our cataloguer's hands, and 
it is nearly all ready for reference. The terms of the agreement 
were submitted to the State Library I^oard and accepted. The 
agreement covers the following points: 

The State Library shall organize and catalogue the Academy 
collection, except the United States Government publications which 
are duplicates. Complete volumes shall be bound at the expense 
of the Library. Incomplete .sets shall be filled out as far as prac- 
ticable — by exchange if possible. A separate card catalogue shall 
be made. If the Academy ever removes the collection it shall pay 
the library for the outlay in binding. The copies of the reports of 
the Academy of Science shall be distributed to its members at the 
Academy's expense; the library shall pay for the distribution to 
libraries and institutions. The volumes may be taken from the 
library by the members of the Academy, but iLsed by the general 
public as reference works only. 

Six months' notice may terminate the agreement.

The Librarian wishes to call the attention of the public to the 
availability of the State Library as a depository. Newspaper files, 
valuable records, manuscripts and letters which throw light upon 
the history of the State or the United States, should be deposited 
in the library. They are thus open to use by the public and serve 
a great purpose ; and, secondly, they are not subject to the danger 
of fire. The future historian will use all this material as his 
sources, and therefore none of it should be destroyed. The Libra^ 
rian appeals to all citizens to preserve early records of every sort, 
and if possible deposit them in the State Library, where they will 
be not merely safe but also useful. Due credit will always be 
given on our records of gifts and deposits. 
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BOOKS FOR THE BLIND. 

The library now has five hundred and seventy-seven volumes in 
embossed type. There have been during the biennial period some 
purchases and gifts. The largest gift came from the Xavier So- 
ciety, New York. The books in embossed type are quite expensive, 
so that not many books have been purchased. The State Library, 
however, can easily afford to purchase some of these books. The 
list includes volumes in history, biography and general literature. 

For the last two years the library has loaned an average of 
twenty volumes per month. They are loaned to the blind on tJie 
same terms as books are now loaned to other citizens. The Post- 
master-General, under his order number 541, June 2, 1904, per- 
mitted the carriage of books in embossed type through the mails 
free of charge. This has been a very great convenience and bless- 
ing to the blind. There are still some blind persons in the State 
who do not know of tJiese privileges. It has been the effort of the 
Librarian 'to make known the fact that tJiese books are here and 
may be so readily loaned to blind readers. 

It is unfortunate that the blind are taught to read so many 
distinct alphabets. Many of the older readers can not use the 
newer styles. The library is compelled, therefore, to purchase 
books in all the alphabets. This means duplication, but it can not 
be prevented. It is greatly to be desired that the schools settle 
upon one style of type and that all persons be taught the one 
alphabet. 



THE LIBRARY, SCHOOLS AND CLUBS. 

It is the purpose of the Librarian to bring about a more perfect 
connection between the library and the schools and school men. 
We want this to be the place M^here superintendents, principals and 
pupils may send for assistance in making references and obtaining 
information about books. We are ready to purchase books on edu- 
cational subjects, especially technical works which may be inaccess- 
ible in smaller libraries. During the last two years many books 
have been purchased and some assistance given to the teachers of 
the State. Our desire is to continue and enlarge this field of work. 

The aim is to make the State Library the center for books to all 
the school people of the State, and we ask them, therefore, to com- 
municate with this library and make known their wants. The staff

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is composed of college-trained people whose business it is to know 
hooks and wh(Te to find thinjifs alwnt l>ooks. The library is the 
servant of the public school men. 

We are ready" to assist the literary club« of the State. The 
reference department has classified the club pro^frams now in the 
library in order that they may be coasulted more conveniently. If 
pro-ams are sent to us, the reference librarian will send reference 
lists of books or magazine articles which we will purchase if neces- 
sary. Assistance will be given, too, in preparing programs. Dur- 
ing the past two years many of the literary organizations in the 
State have asked us for help, which we have gladly given. We wish 
to make this as broad as possible and to include all organizations 
which are engaged in any kind of study or investigation. The 
library is their servant also. 



PUBLIC DOCUMENTS. 

The library^ receives from nearly all the States their official 
reports in exchange for Indiana documents. The matter of ex- 
change has been in some confusion, but recently the Association of 
State Libraries took up the subject for investigation. It is now 
known more definitely what States will exchange. For the benefit 
of officials and the public in general, this library wants all the re- 
ports from all the States, and is trying to secure them. We cata- 
logue and shelve these reports so that they are ready for reference 
at all times. In general they cover the same field as the Indiana 
documents, and are of great value to the investigator. 

The United States documents are received by the State Library 
as a depositorJ^ All that are published by the Federal Government 
are received in this library, catalogued and shelved^ The govern- 
ment supplies an index. These documents are extensively used. 
They belong to the government and must remain in the library. 
It would be better if they could be loaned. An effort to secure this 
privilege will be made eventually. 



THE CLEARING HOUSE FOR MAGAZINES. 

After a few years' effort and experience in making stray copies 
of magazines useful by taking them from where they were not 
wanted and placing them where they might be of service, we have 
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the satisfaction of knowinflf that the experiment has been a great 
success and has amply repaid all effort and money expended. The 
success, however, might be greatly increased if all libraries, and 
especially the smaller ones, would cx>-operate in the matter, not for 
what they can give ns but for M-hat vpe can give them. 

Some librarians have in some respects misunderstood the pur- 
pose of the movement, and for that reason the motive may be re- 
stated. It is in no sense a question of bargain, although even the 
bargain side has been satisfactory, but it is essentially a co-operative 
effort among the libraries of the State to render useful that which, 
because of its location, is useless — to place the idle books and maga- 
zines now in danger of destruction M^here they may be preserved 
and rendered of service to those who need them. 

If the local library can secure in this way material to complete 
a single volume of a standard magazine, it is worth considerable 
effort even as a bargain, but when a dozen or twenty volumes can 
be completed at almost no expense, it is certainly a matter of great 
importance. 

The State Library has not obtained a great deal, yet quite 
enough to pay for the effort, if payment were desired ; but best of 
all, it has placed in service thousands of magazines otherwise wholly 
useless. 

In our exchanges we take no account of numbers in balancing 
accounts with co-operating libraries; we aecept all they desire to 
send that they cannot use, and we give all we have that are wanted 
by the co-operating library. We would as gladly give a hundred 
for ten as to reverse the numbers. 

The State Library has added some almost complete sets of the 
more popular magazines to its collection from numbers sent in by 
co-operating libraries, and has also selected for binding more than 
three thousand single numbers to be used in the loan department. 
In these the library finds much of its best lending material. 

We have on hand at present about 900 complete volumes and 
9,000 separate numbers. Twenty libraries have received and nine- 
teen have sent in magazines to the clearing house. 



p]XAMINATIONS FOR POSITIONS. • 

The merit system has been established for four years in the 
Indiana State Library. Section ten of the Library Law says: 
**Tlie Library Board shall formulate rules and regulations for the 
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care and management of the Library/' In accordance with this 
requirement, and because the Librarian believes that the merit 
system secures the best results, he asked the board to adopt cer- 
tain regulations requiring a competitive test before a permanent 
position on the staff could be obtained. The following are the 
regulations : 

1. First Class quaUfications, positions and salaries. 

I. Qualifications for appointment. 

1. The applicant must be a graduate of a reputable college or 

university. 

2. The applicant must be a graduate of a reputable library 

school or in lieu thereof shall have been formally instructed 
and experienced in a modem, well-managed library. 

3. The applicant must possess good physical health, and neat 

personal appearance, and pleasing personality. 
II. Positions open to first class assistants. 

1. Head of the reference department. 

2. Head of the catalog department. 

3. General assistant, if such position should ever be created. 

4. The head of any department which shall in the future be 

created that shall demand college scholarship and technical 
training. 
III. Salaries in first class. 

1. Assistants in this class shall receive salaries ranging from 

nine hundred to twelve hundred dollars per year where not 
fixed by statute. 

2. Second Class qualifications, positions and salaries. 

I. Qualifications. 
, 1. Scholarship not less than that signified by the first two years 
of standard college course, and even this shall not be ac- 
ceptable when a college graduate can be secured. 

2. Technical training to the degree of graduation from a repu- 

table library training school, or in lieu thereof not less than 
one year of instruction and experience in a modern, well- 
, conducted library. 

3. The applicant must possess good physical health and neat 

personal appearance, and pleasing personality. 
Note. — It shall be deemed unwise to appoint any one to posi- 
tions 1, 2 or 3, in the second class, that would not be 
eligible to promotion to the first class in case a vacancy 
should occur in the first class; but if such appointment 
shall seem temporarily necessary, it shall be considered 
only temporary and to be changed as soon as opportunity 
permits. 
II. Positions opened to second class assistants. 

1. Assistant reference librarian, if such position should be 

created. 

2. Assistant catalogers. 
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3. Head of department of exchange and distribution, or other 

department to be created not requiring college graduate 
scholarship. 

4. Head of the clerical department 

III. Salaries from- seven hundred and twenty to nine hundred dollars 
per year. 

3. Third Class qualifications, positions and salaries. 

I. Qualifications. 

1. Special fitness by nature, training and personal qualities 

for the particular work to be done. 

2. The applicant must possess good physical health and neat 

personal api)earance, and pleasing personality. 
II. Positions open to third class assistants. 

1. Temporary assistants directly under the headj of any depart- 

ment already provided for, viz. : 

a. Reference and loan department. 

b. Catalog department. 

c. Exchange and distribution department. 

d. Clerical department. 

e. Any other department yet to be created. 

2. Messengers, janitors, pages or day laborers. • 

III. Salaries for third class assistants range from ten to sixty dollars 
per month, to be determined by the nature of the work and the 
special aptitude exhibited by the x)erson for the work. 

4. Fourth Class (apprentices) qualifications, requirements and compensa- 

tion. 

I. Qualifications. 

1. Not less than high school graduation. 

2. All the natural and personal characteristics required of all 

other employes of the library. 
II. Requirements. 

1. Continuous service in the library on the same days and 

hours as the employes of the other classes and for a period 
of not less than three nor more than ten months. 

2. Bach apprentice is expected to do under supervision of the 

head of a department all kinds of work done by any assist- 
ant in the library. 
III. Compensation. 

1. No person working as an apprentice shall receive any financial 
compensation, the teaching given by salaried members of 
the staff" being deemed an even exchange for the service 
rendered the library by the apprentice. 
Notes. 

1. The library is never under any obligation to accept any one 

as an apprentice. 

2. No apprentice can work up to a position on the staff' of State 

Library in class one or tv\^o, without taking at least one 
year of training in a library school, and possessing the 
scholastic requirements. 
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5. Retaining a position wlieu secured depends upon : 

1. Efficiency of service. 

2. Congeniality as a nieiul)er of tlie staff. 

3. Punctuality and regularity in service. 

4. Ixjyalty to ttie Board, the Institution and the Librarian. 

According to the niles adopted on March 20, 1908, applicants 
who fulfill these requirements may take the examination for staff 
positions. 

Several regular positions on the staff have been filled by exami- 
nation, and the results have been exceedingly satisfactory. 



ROOMS IN THE BASEMENT. 

There are two rooms for the use of the library in the basement, 
both of which are very much crowxled. In one of the rooms there 
are stored, in regular order, about eight hundred complete volumes 
of magaanes and ten thousand single numbers. These are used for 
exchange purposes with Indiana libraries. In this room, also, are 
the classified reports of the State offices and institutions for many 
years past. They are preserved for exchange purposes. The re- 
ports and proceedings of the Indiana Academy of Science are also 
filed here. There are several thousands of them and they are held 
tor future use in supplying the demands of new members. This 
room is now so crowded that nothing further can be stored in it. 

The other room is used largely for unpacking and distributing 
the documents. There is some room for storage here also, and there 
are filed here House Journals, Senate Journals and Documentary 
Journals, extending as far back as we possess them. They are dis- 
tributed regularly to all Indiana libraries. State institutions, State 
officers and members of the Legislature. This distribution occurs 
on the average twice a year. It will soon be necessary for the 
library to have additional room in the basement if these journals 
rvnd State reports are to be kept on file. 



A NEW BUILDING. 

The great uchhI for the growth of this institution is a new build- 
ing. The library is growing, but the limit of usefulness for the 
arrangement of books and the convenience of readers has now been 
reached. Evc^rybody desires the library to grow. The State of 
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Indiana is lar^e enough and rich enough to deal liberally with this 
matter. At present we cannot arrange our material to the best 
advantage ; the various departments do not have the proper room 
for the .bast work ; the catalogue room is a part of the reading room, 
and the noise from its work is an annoyance; we can not plan large 
things for the future. Tliese are sx>me of the hindrances to growth. 
Here, then, are the reasons for the propased improvement. 

First. If the library is to be of use to the State, it must grow. 
The newspaper files alone (and they are valuable for the future 
historian) are now crowding the shelves. The department of In- 
diana Archives ^\dll grow rapidly from now on. Books in all de- 
partments of learning, literature and science are in demand daily. 
The State is behind in its collection of books. We cannot make any 
claims of progress and remain inactive. The library cannot grow 
without adequate, well arranged space. Mere rooms will not do. 
There is no more room in the Capitol. The building is crowded. 
The same condition exists in the Museum. How shall we grow with- 
out a building suitable for the purpose? 

Second. A library among other offices does not, and never has 
met the demands. It is a re-cognized fact that a separate structure 
alone solves the problem. Colleges and cities obtain a library as 
soon as possible. 

Third. Indiana is a literary center, and such a building would 
be a credit and a matter of pride to the whole State. It would be 
for the whole State, to whose service it is devoted. 

Fourth. It would bring together the State interests, which are 
virtually one, namely. Library, Museum, Library Commission, His 
torical Society, Board of Education (which controls the library), 
and Indiana Academy of Science, all of which are educational, 
even though two of the officials at the head of those departments 
are nominated by political conventions. A large amount of space 
would tlius be left in the Capitol for the offices now needing it. 

Fifth. Any other arrangement of offices would not allow the 
library and Museum to increase. There is no arrangement of the 
building which can be made so that these growing interests can be 
accommodated. They cannot be divided by putting part in one 
place and part in another. 

A State Library and Museum can be built adjoining the present 
State House grounds. As has been mentioned in the Bulletin, 
other States have such })uildings and have gone far ahead of In- 
diana.

The Indiana Centennial Commission, of which the Librarian is 
a member and siecretary, was authorized by the law of 1911 to 
select a site and prepare plans for a State Educational Buildincf 
to be dedicatcil in 1916 as a memorial of the State's centennial. 
This commission will make its report to the Legislature of 1913. 
The report will call for an adequate appropriation, for a site ad- 
joining the State House and for a building to house the State 
Libraty, Museum, Public Library Commission, and the educational 
offices of the State. 



PORTRAITS OF THE GOVERNORS. 

In the Indiana State Library are hung the portraits of the Gov- 
ernors of the State. At present four are lacking — those of William 
Hendricks, 1822-1825; Winfield T. Durbin, 1901-1905; J. Frank 
Ilanly, 1905-1909 ; and Thomas R. Marshall, 1909-1913. It is im- 
possible to secure the portrait of William Hendricks, but Winfield 
T. Durbin has promised to donate his to the State. The Librarian 
will ask for funds to secure tJie portraits of Governors Hanly and 
Marshall. 



SCOPE AND NEEDS. 

The demands upon the Library are now varied. We have calls 
for books not merely in history, economics, sociology, and for pub- 
lic documents, but in education, general literature, science, theology, 
art, medical science, and for most of the periodicals and reports of 
learned societies. The library is now growing in these depart- 
ments, but should grow more. The Indiana State Library ought to 
be the home of scholars, the place where every citizen will turn 
when he has any matter of research in hand. The library must be 
made a necessity to the various boards, for their work reacts on the 
whole State. The ideal, then, is a great reference library, a center 
for the State. 

The needs, therefore, are very clear. A larger library is the 
first ; more funds to secure this ; and lastly, a Library and Museum 
])uikling as shown elsewhere. The present number of volumes is 
59,222, and the purpase is to keep on increasing as fast as funds 
Anil allow.

and Children 



INTRODUCTION. 



The widespread interest in the special laws relating to women and chil- 
dren as shown by the constant inquiries received in this Department for infor- 
mation as to the status of our law on many points has given the reason for 
the preparation of this bulletin. 

It seeks merely to outline the laws relating to women and children with 
such references to the statutes and decisions as may lead to more complete 
study. 

The work of compiling and arranging this digest has been done largely 
by Charles Kettleborough, assistant in the Legislative Reference Department.

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PART I. CHILDREN. 



I. PARTIES TO ACTION.— ACTION UPON OFFICIAL BONDS. 

1. Right to Sue on Official Bonds. — Children have the right to sue on 
a bond executed under the statute regulating the sale of intoxicating liquors. 
10 App. 530. 

2. Right to Bring Suit. — When an infant has a right of action, he is en- 
titled to bring a suit thereon, and the suit cannot be delayed on account of 
the non-age of the infant. Burns 256. If an infant married woman sues 
alone she must sue by next friend; but if her husband is joined as plaintiff, 
a next friend is not necessary. 83 Ind. 382. A married woman may act as 
the next friend of an infant. 4 App. 386. 

3. Poor Persons. — ^An infant may be allowed to prosecute a suit, as a 
poor person, without a next friend. 67 Ind. 368. 

II. EVIDENCE.— WITNESSES. 

Children under 10 years of age are not competent witnesses unless it 
appears that they .understand the nature and obligation of an oath. Burns 
520. Children over 10 years of age are competent witnesses. 88 Ind. 145. 

III. ADOPTION OF HEIRS. 

1. Petition to Adopt Child. — ^Any person desiring to adopt a child may 
file a petition therefor in the circuit court of the county where the child re- 
sides. Burns 868. Adult children may be adopted. 132 Ind. 294. A husband 
and wife may jointly file a petition for the adoption of a child. 87 Ind. 590. 

2. Name and Rights. — ^After the court makes the order of adoption, the 
child takes the name in which it is adopted and is entitled to all the rights 
and interests in the estate of the adopting father or mother^ by descent or 
otherwise, as the child would receive as a natural heir. If the adopted child 
die intestate without leaving wife or husband or issue and be seized of real 
or personal property at the time of death, which came to the child by gift, 
devise or descent from the adopting father or mother, such property descends 
to the heirs of the adopting father or mother as though the child had never 
been adopted. Burns 870, Adopting parents are liable for the maintenance 
and education of adopted children. Burns 871. (See Sec. XXVI.) 

IV. ARBITRATION. 

Infants may not submit to the arbitration or umpirage of a mutually 
chosen person. Burns 875. 

y, BASTARDY. 

The father of a bastard child is charged with its maintenance and educa* 
tion. Burns 1026. If the mother of the child is dead, or an improper person, 
the court is required to designate some suitable person to receive and dis- 
burse for the child the annual payments required for maintenance and educa^ 
tion. Burns 1027.

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\ I. LEGITIMATE CHILDREN. 

If a marriage is declared void because of the incapacity of either contract^ 
ing party through want of age and understandings of contracting such mar- 
riage, the chihlren of such marriage b<»gotten before it is annulled, are legiti- 
mate, liurns lOGO. Marriage of parents legitimizes children. A child be- 
gotten before, but born during marriage is legitimate. 61 Ind. 324. Children 
of persons who in good faith enter into void marriages are legitimate. 41 
Ind. 539. The issue of a marriage, void on account of consanguinity^ affinity 
or difference of color^ is legitimate. Burns 1061. The issue of a marriage, 
void because a former marriage exists undissolved, and contracted in the rea- 
sonable belief that such disability does not exist, and begotten before the dis- 
covery of the disability, is legitimate. Burns 1062. 

\'ir. CUSTODY OF CHILDREN IN CASE OF GRANTING OF DIVORCE. 

The court, in decreeing a divorce is required to make provision for the 
guardianship, custody, support and education of the minor children of the 
marriage. Burns 1084. The estate of the husband and his ability to earn 
money is considered in making provision for the support of the children. 90 
Ind. 107. Award of a minor child to the mother frees the father from all 
liability to her for its support. 07 Ind. 583. Circuit and superior judges are 
em|>o\vered, in divorce cases, when in their judgment the parents are finan- 
cially or otherwise unable to care for children, and w^hen the children are 
under 10 years of age, to place them in county orphans* homes. Burns 1085. 
In the event of the temporary separation of the parents, the court shall make 
provision for the custody, care and maintenance of the children. Bums 1092. 

VI n. HABEAS CORPUS. 

Writs of habeas corpus must be granted in favor of parents, guardians, 
masters and husbands to enforce the rights and for the protection of infants. 
Burns 1104. The father of an infant child is entitled to the custody thereof 
unless a court for good cause transfers the custody to another. 25 Ind. 495. 

IX. JUVENILE COURTS. 

1. Organization. — Every county in the State containing a city having a 
population of 100,000 is entitled to a juvenile court. These courts have juris- 
diction in all cases relating to children, including juvenile delinquents, truants, 
children petitioned for by boards of children's guardians, and all other cases 
where the custody or legal punishment of children is in question. In counties 
which do not contain a city having a population of 100,000 the judge of the 
circuit court is the judge of the juvenile court. No child need be tried in the 
juvenile court on a charge of truancy unless he be a resident of a city con- 
taining 100,000 inhabitants. Burns 1030. 

2. Probation Officers. — In every county of the State having a population 
of 50,000 or more, there shall be at least one probation officer, or two if the 
circumstances warrant it, appointed by the judge of the circuit court, and 
paid for their services out of the county treasury, and such other persons 
who are willing to serve without compensation. In counties of less than 
50,000 population there may be one probation officer on pay, appointed by the 
circuit judge, and such other persons who are willing to serve without com- 
pensation. In counties having a juvenile court, the probation officers are ap- 
pointed by the judge of the juvenile court. Burns 1631. The probation 



officers are required to investigate the alleged commission, by any boy under 
16 and any girl under 17 years of age, of any offense not punishable by law 
with imprisonment for life or for which the penalty is death. Investigation 
includes: Facts and circumstances surrounding the commission of the alleged 
offense, parentage, environment, age, habits, school record, home conditions 
of delinquent children, and they are required to report to the proper court. 
If it be proved that the child has committed the alleged offense, the judge 
trying such case is authorized to withhold judgment for a definite or indefinite 
period if by so doing the interests of the child or the public interest will be 
subserved, and order the child returned to its parents, guardians, friends or 
volunteer probation officer, who are required to exercise supervision over it 
until ordered discharged by the court. Or the court may place the offender 
in a home there to remain until it attains the age of 21 years; or in the 
home where the county's dependent children are kept; or in some institutional 
training school; or impose a fine; or suspend sentence. In cases of malicious 
trespass or petit larceny, the court may order the damage made good or the 
property restored. If the parents of the child are capable they may be re- 
quired to contribute to the support of the delinquent while he is an inmate 
of any correctional institution other than a State institution. The child, if 
found guilty of the offense charged against him, or if he is wilfully wayward 
and unmanageable, may be committed to the Boys' School, Industrial School 
for Girls or any other reformatory institution. If the health of the child 
requires it, the judge may remand him to a public hospital or institution for 
treatment. No child may be confined in the same building, yard or inclosure 
with adult convicts. The child is entitled, if he so elect, to a trial by 12^ 
jurors. If the offender is unable to give bond, and the court is unwilling to- 
release him, he is entitled to an immediate hearing. Burns 1632. The judge 
is empowered to exclude from the court room all persons who in his opinion; 
are not necessary at the trial. Burns. 1633. An appeal to the appellate court 
lies from any decision or judgment of the juvenile court, except where there- 
has been a plea of guilty. Burns 1635. 

3. Visits and Reports of Probation Officers. — Probation officers are re- 
quired to report the disposition of any child to the judge of the juvenile court 
and Board of State Charities, and to visit the child twice a year, unless ex- 
cused by the court. Burns 1636. 

4. Custody of Children. — No child under the age of 14 years may be- 
placed in any jail or police station or lock-up pending trial. If a child is 
unable to give bail, it may be placed in the care of the sheriff, police matron, 
or probation officer and kept in a suitable place. Bums 1637. 

X. EXPENSES OF CHILDREN WITNESSES. 

Circuit courts may make allowances for necessary expenditures incurred' 
under their order to children summoned as witnesses in State prosecutions^ 
Burns 1699. 

XT. EVIDENCE.— WHO ARE COMPETENT WITNESSES. 

The competency of children under 10 years of age to testify must be de- 
termined by the judge from an examination of the child in open court. 31 
Ind. 90. Children over 10 years of age are competent witnesses and the jury 
must judge of their credibility. 88 Ind. 145. 
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XII. CRIMINAL OFFENSES. 

1. Kidnaping. — Kidimpinjr ami child 8tealin*r are forbidden by statute. 
Burns 2247-2248. 

2. Against Chastity and Morality. — 'J he law prescribe?* adecjuate penalty 
for the (.•oniniission of any of the following crimes against chastity and moi- 
alitv: 

(a) Seduction of females below the age of 21; 

(b) Enticing females of [)revious chaste character. Burns 2354-23o5. 

XI II. AGAINST PUBLIC POLICY. 

1. Gambling. — It is illegal to induce minors to gamble. Burns 2408. 

2. Billiards, etc. — It is illegal to permit minors to play billiards, pool, 
bagatelle or any other game in any gaming establishment. Burns 2475. llie 
owner or manager of such establishment is not allowed to permit minors to 
congregate or assemble in his gaming house. Burns 247(5. Iliese sections do 
not apply where the billiard or pool table is kept in private houses. Burns 
2477. 

:i. Tobacco. — It is unlawful to give, barter, sell or furnish tobacco or 
any preparation of tobacco directly or indirectly to children under 1(5 vears 
of age; or to persuade, advise, counsel or compel any child under 1(5 to chew 
or smoke tobacco. Burns 2478. It is unlawful for any corporation, company, 
firm or person to sell, barter, furnish, procure for, or give away, directly or 
indirectly to any minor any cigarette, cigarette wrapper or any sustitute 
for either, or to persuade, advise, counsel or compel any nu'nor to smoke any 
cigarette. Laws 1909, p. 71. 

4. Intoxicating Liquors. — It is unlawful to sell, barter, or give away, 
directly or indirectly, any spirituous, vinous, malt or other intoxicatino- liq- 
uors to any person under the age of 21. Burns 2480. It is unlawful for a 
minor between the ages of 14 and 21 years to misrepresent his age in order 
to procure intoxicating liquors. Burns 2487. 

5. Dance Halls. — It is unlawful for any proprietor of a dance hall, con- 
cert hall, or place of entertainment, where wines or spirituous or malt liquors 
are sold or given away, to permit any male person under 1() years of a^^e or 
any female person under the age of 17 years to assemble or congregate there- 
in. Burns 2488. 

Xn'. MISCELLANEOUS OFFENSES. 

1. Cruelty to Children. — Cruelty, ill-treatment, abuse, over- work, unnec- 
essarily cruel punishment of minor children, or wilful abandonment or ne^^- 
lect of children is forbidden. Burns 2622. 

2. Disposing of Children for Unlawful Purposes. — Parents or guardians 
if minor children are forbidden to dispose of children for any of the followino- 
purposes: Rope or wire walking, acrobat, gymnast, contortionist or rider; 
obscene, indecent or illegal exhibitions or vocations; vocations injurious to 
the health or dangerous to the life or limbs of the child; or maintaining them 
in brothels. Burns 202.*^. Disposing of a child for singing, playing, beggino- 
or any mendicant business on the public roads or highways is unlawful. 
Burns 2G24. Exhibiting children under the age of 15 years in dance houses, 
concert saloons, theaters or places of entertainment where wines, spirituous 
or malt liquors are sold or given away, is unlawful. Burns 202.). 
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3. Desertion of Children. — Any parent deserting his or her children with- 
out provision for their reasonable support is guilty of a felony. Burns 2635. 
The court may set aside a portion of such parent's earnings for their support. 
Burns 2()37. 

4. Vagrancy. — Persons over the age of 14 years, except as specifically 
exenii)te(l by the child labor law, and physically able to perform manual labor, 
who have not made reasonable effort to procure employment or who have re- 
fused labor for compensation when offered, who are found in a state of 
vagrancy or practicing begging are liable to fine. Burns 2639. 

XV. SALE OF REAL ESTATE.— GUARDIAN. 

If any of the heirs or devisees of a deceiused person are minors, the court 
may ap}M)int a guardian for such minors and if their interest requires! active 
opposition, the court may allow attorney's fees to such guardian. Burns 2861. 

XYJ. DISTRIBUTION. 

1. Advancements. — If an advancement of real or personal property be 
made to a child or other lineal descendant, when the final distribution of 
property is made such advancement is taken into account. Burns 2029. A 
voluntary conveyance of land by a parent to a child is presumed to be an 
advancement. 29 Ind. 249. The maintaining or educating or giving of money 
to a child without a view to a portion or settlement in life, is not deemed an 
advancement. Burns 2930. 

2. Payment to Minors. — If the clerk of the circuit court have in his 
possession money due any minor heir not exceeding $100 in amount such 
minor may without intervention of guardian or next friend apply in writing 
to the circuit judge for an order directing the clerk to pay such money direct 
to the heir. Burns 2932. 

XVII. LIABILITY OF HEIRS AND DEVISEES. 

Heirs, devisees and distributees of a decedent are liable to the extent of 
the property received for them from a decedent's estate to any creditor whose 
claim remains unpaid. Burns 2905. Suit for the recovery of such claims 
cannot be delayed or suspended because of the infancy of the heir. Burns 
2973. When a depree is rendered against infants for the recovery of debt 
against the decedent's estate, no execution issued thereon may be executed 
until (me year has expired after the rendition of the decree. Burns 2974. In 
such suits infants appear by guardian. Burns 2975. 

XV II I. DESCENT. 

1. Real and personal property of any person dying intestate descend in 
equal i)roportions to decedent's children, whether born before or after the 
death of the ancestor. Burns 2990. When grandchildren and great-grand- 
children are heirs, the grandchildren inherit equally, and the great-grand- 
children take together the share of their ancestor. 44 Ind. 368. ^^^len grand- 
children are the only heirs, they take equally and inherit directly from the 
decedent. 62 Ind. 295. If a widow inherits lands from her husband, marries 
again, and dies leaving children by both marriages, such lands descend equally 
to all her children. 46 Ind. 410. 

2. Illegitimate Children. — Illegitimate children inherit from the mother 
as if they were legitimate. Burns 2998. Or from the father if the latter die 
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intestate aiul have no heirs in the United States capable of iDheriting. Burns 
21)00-3000. 

3. Husband Dying Intestate. — Subsequent Wife. — ^If a husband die intes- 
tate and leave a widow and one child, the real estate descends, one-half to the 
widow and one-half to his child. Burns 3017. If there be not to exceed two 
children, the personal property is equally divided among the widow and chil- 
dren; if there be more than two children the widow's share can not be re- 
duced below one-third. Burns 3018. If a man die intestate leavinsr a second 
or other subsequent childless wife, but children by a former wife, such second 
or other susetpient wife may take only a life estate in one-third of the lands 
of her decfased husband, and the fee thereof shall at her husband's death 
vest in such survivinj^' child or children. Burns 3019. 

4. Children by Former Wife. — If during the life of the second or other 
siibsequ^^nt childless wife, and after the death of the husband, the children of 
tl;e latter by a former wife exec'ute conveyance in fee to all or any part of 
the lands alfected by the life estate, such conveyance is held to convev the 
interests of the children in such lands and estop them from thereafter claim- 
inuf such interest. Burns 3020. Such second or other subsequent childless 
wife and the descendants of a former wife by the deceased husband mav rau- 
tually aj^ree to dispose of their interests in lands by conveyance and the 
transaction is legally valid. Burns 3021. 

5. Use of Dwelling, etc. — A surviving wife and minor children are al- 
lowed in all cases to remain in the ordinary dwelling-house of the family and 
occupy the same and have the use of the adjacent fields, not exceeding 40 
acres, free of rent, for one year from the death of the husband. Burns 3030. 

XIX. GUARDIANSHIP OF INFANTS. 

Guardians of infants are appointed by probate judges or count v clerks. 
Burns 305(}. If the minor be over 14 years of age he has a right to select 
a guardian and if a suitable person he must be appointed. Burns '3057. The 
guardian has custody of the ward and oversight of his tuition and the man- 
agement of the estate. Burns 30G5. 

XX. MAKING WILLS. 

Infants are not competent to make wills. Bums 3112. Infants have 2 
years after the removal of their disabilities to combat the validity or due 
execution of a will. Burns 3159. 

XXI. ASYLUMS FOR ORPHANS IN COUNTIES. 

County commissioners of each county are empowered to establish and 
maintain asylums for the support, care, education, control and protection of 
orphan, dependent, neglected or abandoned children or enter into contracts 
with associations for the purpose of securing such benefits to children. Coimtv 
commissioners of contiguous coimties may unite to establish or maintain such 
institutions. Burns 3040. ( hildren under 16 years of age who have no means 
of support or who are neglected or abandoned by their parents or guardians^ 
unless thev are unfit to associate with other children because of incorriffibilitv 
disease or mental or physical defect, are eligible for admission. Burns 3649. 
Associations are required to secure permanent homes for children in their 
charge, and ascertain by visits and reports that they are properly educated 
and cared for until they arrive at the age of 18. Burns 3651. It is unlawful 
to retain a child between the ages of 3 and 17 years for a longer period than 
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60 days in any county poor asylum. Burns 3652. The expense of the transfer 
of dependent children is borne by the county in which the child became a public 
charge. Bums 3654. 

XXII. BOARD OF CHILDREN'S GUARDIANS. 

There may be created in each county of the State a board composed of 
6 persons, 3 of whom must be women, every member a parent, appointed by 
the circuit court, to serve without compensation, charged with the care and 
supervision of neglected and dependent children imder 15 years of age, domi- 
ciled and resident in the county. The jurisdiction of such boards extends to 
children abandoned, neglected and cruelly treated by their parents; children 
begging on the streets; children of habitually drunken, vicious or unfit par- 
ents; children kept in vicious or immoral association; children known by 
their language and life to be vicious or , incorrigible, juvenile delinquents and 
truants. By leave of the circuit court of the coimty, the board is authorized 
to commit such children to orphan asylums or, under order of the court, to 
indenture or • apprentice or secure the adoption of such children without the 
consent of the parents. Burns 3657 and 3658. 

XXIIT. VOLUNTARY ASSOCIATIONS. 

Any number of persons not less than 3 may voluntarily associate them- 
selves together by written articles of association to establish and maintain 
asylums for the care, support, discipline and education of orphan children. 
Burns 4286 and 4290, and to prevent cruelty to them. Burns 4292. 

XXIV. BRINGING DEPENDENT CHILDREN INTO THE STATE. 

It is unlawful for any person, corporation, association or institution to 
bring or cause to be brought into the State any dependent children for the 
purpose of placing them in homes in Indiana without the written consent of 
the Board of State Charities. Burns 3670. 

XXV. POWERS OF BOARD OF STATE CHARITIES. 

The Board of State Charities is authorized to prescribe necessary rules 
and regulations for the- placing out, indenture, adoption, removal and super- 
vision of children, the rejection of incorrigible or unsound children, the re- 
moval of children convicted of crimes or misdemeanors or who become public 
charges. Burns 3672. 

XXVI. COMPULSORY EDUCATION. 

Children between the ages of seven and fourteen years, inclusive, are re- 
quired to attend a public, private or parochial school each year for a period 
not less than that of the public schools where the child resides. Burns 6675. 
The county board of education of each county constitutes a board of truancy. 
The board of truancy is required to appoint a truant officer in each county 
annually, to enforce the compulsory school law. Burns 6676. Cities have a 
proportional number of truant officers charged with the same duties. Burns 
6677. School commissioners or trustees are empowered to maintain a sep- 
arate school for incorrigible and truant children and such children may be 
compelled to attend such schools for an indeterminate time. Burns 6681. 
Confirmed truants may be sentenced by the judge of the circuit court to the 
reform school for boys, if a boy, or the industrial schools for girls, if a girl, 
provided his age is within the limits set for admission to such institution. 
Burns 6682. 
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XXVII. ENUMERATION. 

All unmarried persons between the ages of 6 and 21 years are enumerated 
annually. Burns 6447. 

1. Transfer. — \\'hen persons can be better accommodated at the school 
of an atljoining township or incorporated town or city they may, at their 
own request, be transferred. Burns 6449. 

2. Dependent children in orphans' homes and other custodial institutions 
must be educated by the township trustees or school board of the corporation 
in which the institution is located. Burns 6458. 

XXVI II. INFANTS AS STOCKHOLDERS. 

Infants may bei'ome stockholders in any corporation the same as adults. 
Burns 4119. 

XXIX. ALIENATION OF LANDS. 

Infants are not competent to alienate lands or any interest therein. 
Burns 3938. 

XXX. DEPOSITS IN SAVINGS BANKS. 

\\'henever any deposit is made in a savings bank by a minor it is held 
for the exclusive right and benefit of such depositor, free from the control or 
lien of all persons except creditors, and must be repaid with dividends thereon 
to the person making the deposit. Burns 3365. 

XXXI. DEPOSITS FOR WARDS. 

If a sum of money not to exceed $1,000 is paid into any court for the use 
of a minor person and there be no guardian, the court may authorize its de- 
posit in any savings bank. Burns 3400. 

XXXII. MASTER AND APPRENTICE. 

1. Term of Apprenticeship. — Children may be bound to serve as appren- 
tices for any term not extending beyond the age of 21 in a male or 18 in a 
female. Tlio marriage of a female annuls the indentures. Bums 8381. 

2. Bound by Whom. — Children may be bound by the father; if there be 
no father, or if he be incompetent, then by the mother; if there be neither 
father nor mother, then by the guardian. If the child be over 14 his or her 
assent is necessary to the validity of the indentures. If the minor be over 14 
years and have neither father, mother nor guardian, he may, with the consent 
of the judge of the court, bind him or herself. Burns 8382. 

3. Bound by Overseer of the Poor. — The overseers of the poor may bind 
children under the age of 10 when the child is the descendant of a pauper 
supported in whole or in part by the county, whose parents have neglected 
or abandoned or are unable to support him, whose parents are dead and who 
has no guardian, nor sufficient means of support and education, any white 
child taken from any asylum in any other State and brought into this State 
to be bound. Burns 8383. 

4. Instruction. — A white apprentice must be taught to read and write 
and the rules of arithmetic to the double rule of three. (This has been in 
force since 1853 and is obviously archaic in some respects.) Burns 8389. 

5. Mistreatment. — When ])oor children are bound out by the overseer of 
the poor of the ditferent townships, or the superintendent of the county asy- 
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lums, such overseers are obliged to see that such children are properly treated 
and take legal means of redress in case of mistreatment. Burns 9776 and 
9789. 

XXXIII. LOITERING IN SALOONS. 

It is unlawful for minors to loiter in any saloon or place of business where 
spirituous, vinous, malt or other intoxicating liquors are spld to be drunk as 
a beverage. Burns 8328. The sale of spirituous, vinous, malt or other intoxi- 
cating liquors to a person under the age of 21 is forbidden. Burns 8329. 
(See Sec. XIII, 5.) 

XXXIV. NATURALIZATION. 

The children of persons duly naturalized under the laws of the Ujiited 
States are themselves naturalized. Burns 9055. 

XXXV. BOARDING HOUSE FOR INFANTS. 

Defined as a house conducted for infants less than 3 years of age. It is 
unlawful for any person, firm or corporation, to maintain a boarding house 
for infants, or to conduct the business of placing infants, without having a 
written license from the Board of State Charities. The local board of health 
or the Board of State Charities are empowered to inspect such institutions 
and ascertain whether they are conducted in a legal manner. The Board of 
State Charities may prescribe rules and regulations for the conduct of such 
institutions and revoke the licenses of such as have infracted them. The 
record of all births therein must be kept, and all infants named, and their 
subsequent disposition recorded. Children may not be given out for adoption 
by any authority except the judge of a court when under 3 years of age, un- 
less such authority be duly licensed by the Board of State Charities. Acts 
1909, p. 309. 

XXXVI. ADOPTION OF DEPENDENT OR NEGLECTED CHILDREN. 

Petition for the adoption of such children must be filed with the circuit, 
probate or superior court. The written consent of the court, board, or Board 
of State Charities must be obtained. The court issues the order for the 
adoption. The child takes the name of its adopting parents and is entitled 
to the same rights and interests in the estate as a natural heir. The adopt- 
ing father and mother are responsible as though they were the natural parents. 
Acts 1911, p. 191. (See Sec. III.) 

XXXVII. INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL FOR NEGRO CHILDREN. 

The Governor is authorized and directed to apply a sum not exceeding 
$25,000, provided tliere are funds available for the purpose, for the purchase 
of land for establishing an industrial school for negro children. The Governor, 
Auditor of State and Treasurer of State are appointed to select a site and 
purchase the necessary lands. Acts 1911, p. 348. 

XXXVITI. OPHTHALMIA NEONATORUM. 

Tlie physician or midwife attendant upon the birth of a child is required 
to report within 36 hours whether precautions were taken against ophthalmia 
neonatorum. If there is reason for suspecting infection of the eyes, the at- 
tendant physicinn or midwife is required to apply such prophylactic treatment 
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as may be recognized by medical science. If any unnatural swelling or in* 
iflammation of the eyes should manifest itself within two vreeks after the 
Ibirth and no physician be in attendance, the parents are required to report 
•such disaffection within 6 hours after its appearance to some health officer. 
J^cts 1911, p. 324. 

XXXIX. CHILD LABOR. 

No child under the age of 14 may be employed or permitted to work in 
any gainful occupation other than farm work or domestic service, except that 
•children between the ages of 12 and 14 may be employed in the business of 
preserving and canning fruits and vegetables from June 1 to October 1. No 
child under sixteen years of age may be employed or permitted to work in 
any gainful occupation other than farm work or domestic service more than 
48 hours per week or more than 8 hours per day without first procuring the 
written consent of the parent or guardian and in no event may any sudi 
child work at a gainful occupation other than farm work or domestic service 
more than 54 hours per week or 9 hours per day, nor before 7 a. m. or after 
<J p. m. 

The following employments or locations are forbidden to children under 
the age of 10: Tobacco warehouse, cigar or tobacco manufactory, hotel, the- 
ater, place of amusement, or any employment where their health may be in- 
jured or their morals depraved. The following employments or locations are 
forbidden to boys under 16 and girls under 18: Brewery, distillery, saloon, 
■concert hall, any establishment where malt or alcoholic liquors are manufac- 
tured, packed, wrapped or bottled; in dipping, dyeing or packing matches; 
manufacturing, packing or storing gunpowder, dynamite, nitroglycerine or its 
comp<>unds, fuses or other explosives. Girls under the age of 18 may not be 
employed in any capacity when such employment compels them to remain 
fltandiu^ constantly. 

Operation of the following machinery is forbidden to children under 16 
years of age: Circular or band saws; wood shapers; wood joiners; planers, 
stamping machines used in sheet metal or tin work; in washer or nut fac- 
tories; all other stamping machines used in stamping metals; steam boilers; 
steam machinery; other steam generating apparatus; dough brakes or cracker 
machinery of any description; wire or iron straightening machinery; rolling 
mill machinery; punch or shears; grinding or mixing mills; calendar rolls in 
rubber manufacturing or laundry machinery, corrugating rolls of the kind 
used in roofing or washboard manufacturing. Acts 1911, p. 511. 

The foregoing act supersedes but does not specifically repeal the act of 
1899. Practically the only i)rovision of the older law unaffected is that which 
regulates the employment of females between the ages of 16 and 18 years. 
The provision reads substantially as follows: 

No female under 18 years of age employed in any manufacturing or 
mercantile establishment, laundry, renovating works, bakery or printing oflRce 
is permitted to work more than 60 hours per week, nor more than 10 per day, 
unless for the purpose of making a shorter day on the last day of the week. 
Burns 8021. 

Since the newer law does not forbid these occupations to females between 
the aires of 16 and 18 years, they are manifestly subject to the regulations 
of the older law when so employed. 
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PART 11. WOMEN, 



POLITICAL RIGHTS. 

I. SUFFRAGE. 

The suffrage at general elections can be granted to women only by an^ 
amendment to the Constitution. The Constitution grants the right to vote 
to each and every "male citizen" above the age of 21 years, etc. The right to 
vote, while not expressly granted, is not expressly withheld from females. 
The Supreme Court in the case of Gonger vs. Timberlake in 148 Ind. 38, held 
that since the Constitution gives the right to males having certain designated 
qualification it must be inferred that it is withheld from all others. 

II. THE RIGHT TO PRACTICE LAW. 

The Supreme Court has held that women have the right to practice law. 
The Constitution says every person shall be entitled to admission to practice 
law in all courts of justice who is "of good moral character, being a voter." 
The court based its contention on the theory that all men have certain in- 
alienable rights, among which is the pursuit of happiness; that in the pur- 
suit of happiness all vocations, all honors and all positions are alike open to 
all J that the right to a choice of vocations cannot be said to be denied or in- 
tended to be abridged on account of sex. (See Sec. IX.) 

III. HOLDING OFFICE. 

Women are permitted by law to hold certain offices. The Constitution is 
silent on this subject and the Legislature is left free to act as it pleases. The 
General Assembly has therefore granted the following statute rights: 

1. School Offices. — ^Any woman, married or single, 21 years of age or 
upward, possessing the qualifications prescribed for men is "eligible to any 
office under the general or special school laws of the State." Burns 6672. 

2. Official Bond. — ^Woraen elected or appointed to any public office, be- 
fore entering upon the discharge of their duties, are required to qualify and 
give bond as prescribed by law, and such bond is binding upon them or their 
sureties. Burns 6673. 

3. Appointive Offices. — ^AVomen are eligible to any office the election to 
which is or may be vested in the General Assembly, or the appointment to 
which is or may be vested in the Governor. Burns 9607. 

i. Offices Held by Women. — The law provides for the appointment of 
women to the following offices: A matron at the School for Feeble-minded 
Children; three members of the County Boards of Children's Guardians; an 
attendant in the conveyance of female insane persons to the hospital. Burns 
3518, 3657 and 3720. (See Sec. XXI.) 

5. County Superintendent. — In answer to the question, Whether a woman 
would be eligible to the office of county superintendent if she possess the req- 
uisite licensei and could secure the required number of votes of the trustees, 
Attorney-General Bingham, on December 22, 1906, returned an affirmative 
answer, on the grounds that (1) the office belongs to the executive depart- 
ment of the State, and (2) is merely administrative in character. Atty.-Gen. 
Rep. 1907-8, p. 45. 
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LEGAL RIGHTS. 

IV. PARTIES TO ACTION. 

1. Action upon Official Bonds. — The law provides that ''actions upon ofl5- 
cial bonds, and lK)nds payable to the State, shall be bought in the name of 
the State of Indiana, upon the relation of the party interested." Burns 253. 

Widows and children have the right to sue on the bond executed under 
the statute re<^ulating the sale of intoxicating liquors. 10 App. 530. Mar- 
ried women may sue on the bonds of licensed liquor dealers to recover dam- 
ages cause<i by illegal sales. 120 Ind. 390. 

2. Married Women. — A married woman may sue alone: 

(a) When the action concerns her separate property. Burns 255. 
For damages accruing by reason of injuries to her person. 06 Ind. 
422. Action cx)ncerning the separate property of a >vife may be 
brought in her name alone. 19 Ind. 418. Married women may sue 
their husbands when the actions concern their separate property. 
20 App. 14. An action for fraud concerning her property may be 
brought by a married woman alone. 94 Ind. 329. A divorced woman 
may sue for the alienation of the affections of her former husband. 
1 App. 473. 

(b) When the action is between herself and her husband, she 
shall not be re<|uired to sue or defend by guardian or next friend un- 
less below the age of 21 years. A married woman may sue her hus- 
band in her own name. 9 Ind. 100. If an infant married woman 
sues alone, she must sue by next friend. 83 Ind. 382. Married 
women may sue their husbands to recover possession of their real 
estate. 118 Ind. 521. 

3. Who Plaintiffs. — Husband and wife may under certain conditions join 
as plaintiff. 131 Ind. 413. Husband and wife cannot join in action for an 
injury to the lands of the husband. 85 Ind. 231. 

4. Unmarried Women. — Any unmarried female may prosecute as plain- 
tiff, an action for her own seduction, and may recover therein such damages 
as may be assessed in lior fav(n\ Burns 204. Infancy is no bar to such ac- 
tion. 21 Ind. 98. Marriage to a person not the seducer is no bar to the ac- 
tion. 05 Ind. 209. If a woman marries her seducer and then obtains a di- 
vorce, slie cannot tluMi sue for her seduction. 145 Ind. 287. In the event of 
the death, desertion or iiiiprisomnent of the father, the mother may prosecute 
for the seduction of the daughter. Burns 205. 

5. When Wife or Mother May Sue. — When a luisband or father ha^ de- 
serted his fannly or is imprisoned, the wife or mother may prosecute or de- 
fend in his name, and have the same rights and powers that he would have 
had. Burns 200. Under similar circumstances, a mother may maintain an 
acti<m for tin* iniurv or death of a child. Burns 207. 

(). Who Defendants. — The wife of a mortgagor who has conveyed the 
mortgaged lands is a proper party defendant. 25 Ind. 533. Married women 
are not necessary parties defendants in actions to partition lands of husbands. 
148 Ind. 025. 

V. LIMITATION OF ACTIONS. 

An action by a wife against her husband to obtain support is not barred 
so long as the relationship exists. App. 377. 
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VI. EVIDENCE.— WITNESSES. 

Husband and wife are not competent witnesses as to communications 
made to each other. Burns 520. The wife of a beneficiary under a will is 
not a competent witness to prove the execution of the will. 157 Ind. 49. 
When the husband or wife is a party and not a competent witness in his own 

behalf, the other is also excluded. Burns 525. 

» 

VII. EXECUTIONS. 

1. Exemption. — ^Married women may claim the right of exemption of an 
amount of property not exceeding $600 in value. 33 Ind. 83. 

2. Verification of Schedule. — ^When the execution defendant is absent 
from the State and an attachment of execution is directed against his prop- 
erty his wife is competent to make out and verify the schedule of his prop- 
erty. Burns 757. 

3. Mortgage Exemption. — Xo mortgage or sale of real estate, set off 
after the claim for exemption has been made, is valid if executed by a mar- 
ried man unless the mortgage or deed be signed and acknowledged by the 
wife. Burns 758, and 22 Ind. 153. 

4. Undivided Interest, How Redeemed. — The wife of an execution debtor 
may redeem from a sale of the lands of the husband under a mortgage in 
which she joins. 126 Ind. 406. The wife of an ordinary judgment debtor can 
not redeem from a sale under execution. 107 Ind. 417. 

* 

5. Against Body. — No female may be imprisoned upon any order of ar- 
rest and bail or upon an execution against the body. Burns 848. Females 
may be imprisoned for refusing to obey orders of courts to pay over money. 
161 Ind. 440. 

VIII. ARBITRATION. 

Married women cannot submit to the arbitration or umpirage of a mu- 
tually chosen third person, any controversy which might be the subject of a 
suit at law. Burns. 875. 

IX. ATTORNEYS. 

Women may be admitted to practice. 134 Ind. 056. (See Sec. II.) 

X. BASTARDY.— COMPLAINT. 

On complaint of any woman who has been delivered of or is pregnant 
with a bastard child, to a justice of the peace, charging any person with being 
the father of such child, the justice shall cause such person to be arrested and 
brought before him. Burns 1013. A married woman may prosecute such a 
suit against a man not her husband. 24 Ind. 380. Marriage during preg- 
nancy prevents the prosecution. 61 Ind. 324. If the relatrix is an infant she 
need not appear by next friend. 22 App. 383. In the trial, the mother of 
the child, if of sound mind, is a competent witness. Burns 1015. The evi- 
dence of the mother is sutticcnt to sustain a judgment without corroboration. 
165 Ind. 369. The death of the mother does not abate the suit if the child 
be living. Burns 1023. Tlie father of the bastard child is required to make 
annual payments to tlie mother for 'the child's education and maintenance. 
Burns 1027. If a suit is commenced before the birth of the child and it is 
afterward still-born, a judgment may be rendered in the mother's favor. 58 
Ind. 587. If the child is still-born, no allowance for its support can be made. 
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56 Ind. 168. No prosecution may be instituted after two years from the 
birth of a bastard child. Bums 1030. The infancy of the mother does not 
extend the time for commencing the suit. 82 Ind. 54S. On the death of a 
bastard child after rendition of judgment and before the last payment is 
made, the court may make reasonable reduction. Bums 1031. The death of 
a bastard child is not a cause of abatement or bar to any prosecution for 
bastardy. Burns 1032. 

XI. DIVORCE. 

1. Void Marriages. — Marriages prohibited by law on account of consan- 
guinity, affinity, difference of color or where either party has a former wife 
or husband living are void if solemnized in this State. Burns 1059. 

2. Domicile. — The domicile of the husband is presumed to be the domi- 
cile of his wife. 24 Ind. 355. 

3. Causes for Divorce. — The wife may obtain a divorce for any of the 
following causes : Burns 1067. 

(a) Adultery. Cohabitation after knowledge of adultery con- 
dones the offense. 4 Blkf. 131. 

(b) Im potency, existing at the time of marriage. 

(c) Abandonment for two years. Abandonment is the wilful 
leaving of one party by the other with the intention of causing a 
palpable separation. 6D Ind. 275. 

(d) Cruel and inhuman treatment. 

(e) Habitual drunkenness. 

(f) Failure of the husband to make reasonable provisions for his 
family for a period of two years. If a husband be physically or 
mentally unable to provide for his wife it is no cause for divorce. 
82 Ind. 146. If a husband and wife separate by agreement and she 
does not make a demand on him for support, she cannot obtain a 
divorce for abandonment and failure to support her. 27 App. 466. 

(g) Conviction, subsequent to marriage of an infamous crime. 
Rape and manslaughter have been construed as infamous crimes. 
140 Ind. 310 and 27 App. 301. Insanity arising subsequent to mar- 
riage is no cause for divorce. 82 Ind. 146. 

4. Expenses of Suit. — On decreeing a divorce in favor of the wife, or 
refusing one on application of the husband, the court shall require the hus- 
band to pay all reasonable expenses of the wife in the prosecution or defense 
of the petition. Burns 1080. Where the wife has sufficient means the hus- 
band can not be required to furnish her money to prosecute or defend the 
suit. 26 Ind. 330. 

5. Rights to Real Estate. — A divorce granted for misconduct of the hus- 
band entitles the wife to the same rights so far as her real estate is concerned 
that she would have been entitled to by his death. Burns 1081. This section 
gives no rights to a divorced wife in the real estate of a deceased husband. 
68 Ind. 520. 

6. Alimony. — The court decrees such alimony as the circumstances .of 
the ease render reasonable and proper. Bums 1083. Alimony may be granted 
to the wife when a divorce is granted to the husband. 26 Ind. 189. Alimony 
may be made payable in installments. 8 Ind. 427. Alimony unpaid at the 
death of the wife may be collected by her administrator. 23 Ind. 370. 
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7. Separation from Bed and Board. — Separation from bed and board for 
a limited time may be granted by courts for the following reasons: 

(a) Adultery. 

(b) Desertion or failure to provide. 

(e) Habitual cruelty or constant and intolerable strife. 

(d) Habitual drunkenness or confirmed and excessive use of drugs. 

(e) Gross and wanton neglect of conjugal duty for 6 months* 
Burns 1091. 

Upon decreeing temporary separation the court may grant the wife ali- 
mony. Burns 1092. Cohabitation during the period of temporary separation 
is a misdemeanor, incurring a fine of $50 and imprisonment for 6 months. 
Burns 1095. 

XII. EJECTMENT.— ACTION TO QUIET TITLE. 

Husbands and wives may join in actions to quiet title to the lands of 
the wives. 98 Ind. 294. 

XIII. FORECLOSURE OF MORTGAGE. 

The wife of a purchaser of mortgaged property is a proper party to a 
suit of forecloure. 25 Ind. 533. The wife of a mortgagor is not a necessary 
party to a suit to foreclose a mortgage executed by the husband alone. 32 
Ind. 197. 

XIV. HABEAS CORPUS. 

The mother, of an illegitimate child is entitled to its custody unless le- 
gally deprived thereof. 60 Ind. 394. 

XV. PARTITION. 

On the vesting of the legal title of lands of a married man under a ju- 
dicial sale, his wife may have her portion set off. 66 Ind. 505. If a widow 
holding lands derived from her husband remarries, she may have partition 
of the lands although she may not convey the same. 100 Ind. 587. Wives 
of owners of lands are not necessary parties to actions for partition. 148; 
Ind. 625. If a husband and wife are separated, he is not a necessary party 
to an action for partition against her. 29 App. 572. When lands are sold, 
the widow of a former owner is entitled to her share of the proceeds, although 
she may have been prevented from conveying the lands by reason of her re- 
marriage. 51 Ind. 281. A second wife who has no children, there being chil- 
dren of the first- wife of the husband, is entitled to the value of her life es- 
tate out of the proceeds of the sale. 48 Ind. 456. Wife of owner of land 
need not be a party in order to divest her inchoate interest by a sale of the 
land. 148 Ind. 625. 

XVI. SHORT-HAND REPORTERS. 

No person is ineligible to the office of short-hand reporter on account of 
sex. Burns 1686. 

XVII. EXPENSES OF WOMEN WITNESSES.

XXV. LETTERS OF ADMINISTRATION. 

J. Who are Entitled to. — l^»tters of administration may be granted to 
a married woman if her husband file his consent thereto in writing with the 
clerk issuing the letters and he is thereby made jointly responsible with her 
for acts in the premises. Burns 274."). 
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2. Power of Selection. — ^A widow of a decedent, whether he die testate 
or intestate, may select property worth $500, or cash, if the estate is solvent, 
in excess of the cost of sickness and funeral expenses. Burns 27tS(>. 

XXVI. DESCENT. 

1. Widow's Dower. — The widow receives one-third of her deceased hus- 
band's property whether he die testate or intestate; one-fourth if the prop- 
erty exceed .$10,000 in value, and one-fifth if it exceed $20,000, free from all 
claims. Hums 3014. 

'2. Alienation. — If a widow marry again, property acquired by the de- 
cease of her former husband cannot be alienated, but descends to the children 
of the first marriage unless they be of full age and agree voluntarily to such 
alienation. Hums 3015. 

3. Widower's Dower. — If a wife die with or without a will, one-third 
of her real estate goes to the widower, subject to its proportion of the wife's 
debts contracted before marriage. Tlie widower mav elect to take under this 
provision or by the terms of a will if there be any. Burns 3010. 

4. Descent to Wido>^ and Children, Father or Mother. — If a husband, 
having a wife and one child, die intestate, one-half of his real estate goes to 
his widow and one-half to his child. Burns 3017. The personal property is 
•e(iually divided among the wife and children if there are not more than two. 
If there are more than two, the widow's share cannot be reduced below one- 
third. Hnms 3018. Heal property, except one-third, goes to the children of 
a former marriage, providing the second or other subsequent marriage be 
cliildless. Hums 3010. One-third goes in life estate to the widow. At her 
death it descends to the children, or their descendants. If a man dies intes- 
tate leaving a widow., and a father or mother, three-fourths of his estate, 
real and ])ersonal, goes to his widow, and one-fourth to his father or mother; 
unless the estate is worth $1,000 or less, in which event it all goes to the 
widow. Hurn^ 3027. If there are no children or father or mother of either 
husband or wife, all the property goes to the survivor, either husband or wife, 
l^urns 302S. If a husband die leaving a will, the wife may elect to take under 
the will instead of availing herself of the foregoing provisions. Burns 3029. 

5. Dwelling House and Messuage. — A surviving wife and minor children 
are entitled to live in the house of the deceased and use the lands appertain- 
ing thereto, if thev do not exceed 40 acres in extent, free of rent for one vear. 
Burns 3030. 

0. Adulterous Wife or Husband. — If either a husband or a wife abandons 
his or her legal ccmsort and be living at the time of his or her death in 
adultery, he or she is not entitled to any share in his or her estate. Burns 
3034 and 3035. 

7. Abandoning Husbands. — If a husband abandon his wife without jiist 
cause and fail to make suitable provision for her, or his children by her, he 
is entitled to no part in her estate. Burns 3030. 

S. Wife's Rights in Conveyances.:— No act or conveyance performed or 
executed by the husband without the wife's assent, and acknowledged in a 
legal manner, nor any sale, disposition, transfer or incumbrance of the hus- 
band's property to which she is not a party, perjudices or extinguishes the 
right of the wife to her third of his lands or to her jointure. Burns 3037. 

0. Widow's Rights Under a Will or by the Law of Descent. — ^A widow 
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may accept the personal or real property bequeathed to her by her deceased 
husband's will or she may elect to take under the law of descent. Bums 
3045-3047. 

10. Alienage of the Wife. — The alienage of the wife does not bar her 
to a rijjht in one-third of her husband's land, if he were a citizen of the 
United State*^, or if an alien, if he had complied with the laws of the State 
entitling him to hold land. Burns 3051. 

XXMI. INFANT MARRIED WOMEN.— MARRIAGE OP FEMALE WARD. 

The marriage of a female ward to a person of full age operates as a 
lej^al discharge of the guardian, and the guardian accounts to the wife with 
the assent of the Inisband. Burns 3073. 

XXVIIT. WILLS. 

1. Competency of Married Women to Make Wills. — ^Married women are 
competent to devise and bequeath by last will and testament, real and per- 
sonal property, to any person or corporation capable of holding- the same. 
Burns 3113. 

2. Revocation of Will. — If an unmarried woman make a will, and sub- 
se<iuently marry, the will is thereby revoked. Burns 3118. 

XXIX. CUSTODY OF INSANE WOMEN.— DEPARTMENT FOR WOMEN. 

All insane women, inmates of the hospital for the insane, are congre- 
gated in one department, known as the Department for Women. Burns 3738. 

XXX. CONVEYANCE OF LAND. 

1. Aliens. — The marriage of a woman with an alien, and resident in a 
foreign country, does not bar her right to hold or convey land. Burns 3936. 

2. Conveyance of Wife's Land. — The joint deed of the husband and wife 
is sufficient to convey the lands of the wife. Burns 3952. 

3. Conveyance by Married Women. — A married woman over 18 and 
under 21 may conve}' her right to any property of her husband in the sale or 
conveyance of such property if the father of the wife, or if there be no 
father, then the mother, certify that it is to her advantage. In the event of 
the death of both parents, then by consent of the circuit judge. Bums 3972- 
3973. 

4. Conveyance by Infant Married Women. — Infant married women, whose 
husbands are of full age, may convey or mortgage their separate real estate, 
or make any contract relative thereto with the consent of the judge of the 
circuit court, the husband joining in such mortgage or conveyance. Burns 
3977. 

5. Conveyance by Wife When Husband is Insane. — ^The wife of a person 
of unsound mind is authorized to deed, release and convey all interest in. the 
title to land. Burns 4006. (See also Sec. XXXH, 16.) 

6. Powers to Married Women. — ^A general and beneficial power may be 
given to a married woman, to dispose of or devise, without the concurrence 
of her husband, lands conveyed or devised to her in fee. Bums 4027. 

XXXI. VOLUNTARY ASSOCIATIONS. 

Voluntary associations may be established for the following purposes: 
1. Schools. — To maintain schools and institutions for the education of 
females. Burns 4289. 
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2. Women's Szchaiiges. — To establish women's exchanges, to promote 
co-operation, give laboring women employment and secure the sale of the 
product of their labor, and to hold and convey real estate and receive dona- 
tions and bequests for such purposes. Burns 4311. 

XXXII. HUSBAND AND WIFE. 

1. Abolition of Disabilities. — In 1881, all the legal disabilities of mar- 
ried women to make contracts were abolished except such as were therein 
exempted. Burns 7851. 

2. Wife's Lands. — The lands of a married woman are not liable for the 
debts of her husband, but such lands may not be incumbered or conveyed 
except by deed in which the husband shall join. Bums 7852. 

3. Wife's Power to Hold Property and Contract. — ^A married woman 
may hold and enjoy personal and real property; she may dispose of her 
personal property but not of her real estate unless her husband join in such 
contract. Burns 7853. 

4. Wife Forbidden to be Surety. — ^A married woman is forbidden to 
enter into any contract of suretyship whether as indorser, guarantor or in 
any other manner, and such contract as to her is void. Bums 7855. 

5. Loans to Married Women. — If a married woman borrow money on a 
note, bond or otherwise, making oath that the -proceeds are for her separate 
use or estate, she cannot afterwards claim that it was for the use of any 
other person. Burns 7856. 

6. Wife's Torts. — Husbands are not liable for the contracts or torts of 
their wives. Married women of any age are liable for torts committed by 
them. If the tort is committed by the wife in the presence of her husbsind, 
or by his direction, they are jointly liable. Burns 7857-7858. 

7. Husband's Non-liability for Wife's Debts. — ^The husband is not liable 
for the debts of his wife contracted in carrying on any business whether 
alone or in partnership with any other person than himself or for the im- 
provement of her separate property. Burns 7859. 

8. Improvements on Wife's Property. — ^Repairs by husband on separate 
property of wife with the written consent of the wife are chargeable to the 
wife. Burns 7860. 

9. Wife's Exemptions. — A married woman, whether a householder or not, 
is entitled to the exemption of the law in the matter of the seizure and sale 
of property for the payment of debt or liability contracted by her. Burns 
7861. 

10. Wife's Ante-Nuptial Debts. — ^The husband is liable for the ante- 
nuptial debts of his wife to the extent of the personal property he may re- 
ceive with her or derive from the sale or rent of her lands. Such liability 
is not extinguished by the death of the wife and the judgment for such debts 
are against her and her husband jointly on the lands of the wife. Burns 
•7862-64. 

11. Conveyance of Wife's Land. — A separate deed of the husband con- 
veys no interest in the wife's land. Burns 7865. 

12. Suits as to Wife's Land. — ^All suits against a wife's land are against 
the husband and wife jointly. Burns 7866. 

13. Wife's Earnings and Profits. — ^A married woman is authorized to 
carry on any business or perform any labor on her separate account. The 
earnings are her sole and separate property. Burns 7867. 
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14. Suits for Jbijury. — ^A married woman may sue for damages in her 
own name and the money so recovered is her separate property and her hus- 
band is not liable for costs* Burns 7868. 

15. When Wife May Sue for Support. — A wife may sue for support in 
the following cases: 

(a) Voluntary desertion of wife by husband without adequate 
cause; 

(b) Conviction of felony and imprisonknent in State prison of 
the husband; 

(c) When the husband is an habitual drunkard and neglects to 
provide tot his family; 

(d) Voluntary renunciation of the conjugal relation by the hus- 
band. Burns 7869. 

16. Conveyance when Husband is Insane. — A wife may convey or in- 
cumber her separate real estate if her husband is insane. Biurns 7875. (See 
also Sec. XXX, 6.) 

XXX [II. WOMEN EMPLOYES. 

1. Night Work by Females. — It is unlawful to employ any woman in 
any capacity for the purpose of manufacturing between 10 p. m. and 6 a. m. 
Burns 8023. 

2. Miscellaneous Provisions. — Employers are required to provide suitable 
and proper wash-rooms and water-closets, with separate approaches, for fe- 
male employes; to allow at least 60 minutes for the noonday meal; to keep 
the walls and ceilings properly lime-washed and painted and to provide ade- 
quate ventilation. Burns 8030, 8031, 8032 and 8034. 

XXXIV. WOMEN'S PRISON AND GIRLS' SCHOOL. 

1. Board of Managers. — The general supervision and government of the 
\^'omen*8 Prison is vested in a board of managers consisting of four persons, 
who must he women, appointed by the Grovernor. Burns 9930 and Laws 1907, 
p. 138. 

2. Superintendent and Officers.^The superintendent and all subordinate 
officers of the institution are women. Burns 9935. 

3. Jail Sentence. — Females over fifteen years of age may be sentenced 
to jail. Burns 9958. 

4. Board of Managers of Industrial School for Girls. — The board of man- 
agers consists of 4 women, appointed by the Governor. Burns 9985. 

5. Commitments to Female Correctional Institutions. — Female offenders 
sentenced to confinement in the State correctional institutions include: 

(a) Women or girls convicted of criminal offenses. Burns 9944. 

(h) Female delinquents guilty of the violation of any law or 
ordinance. Burns 9947. 

(c) Females guilty of incorrigible or vicious conduct, or vagrancy 
or moral depravity. Burns 9959. 

6. Instruction. — The State is required to supply mental, moral and 
manual instruction. Burns 9949. 

XXXV. HOMES FOR FRIENDLESS WOMEN.— ESTABLISHMENT AND 

SENTENCE OF FEMALES.. 
Cities, private corporations or other persons may establish homes for 
friendless, abandoned or erring women. When any such fallen woman is eon- 
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victed of a crime or misdemeanor, the court may order her imprisonment in 
such reformatory institution. Burns 10038. 

XXXVI. PRISON MATRONS. 

In counties containing a population of 50,000 the sheriff is required to 
appoint a prison matron, 35 years of age, to receive, take charge of and 
properly care for all female prisoners. Bums 10046. 

XXXVII. RECENT LEGISLATION. 

1. Assignment of Wages. — No married man, the head of a family, can 
legally assign any portion of his wages or salary on borrowed money without 
the consent of his wife. Acts 1909, p. 77. 

2. Court Matron. — An act of 1911 created the office of court matron of 
the city court for all cities of the first and second class, appointed by the 
board of public safety, after recommendation of at least 20 women and 5 
men, who must be at least 33 years of age, and vested with all the authority 
delegated to a police officer. Her duty is to investigate the past histories, 
conditions of living, character, morals and habits of women and girls await- 
ing trial in the city courts and exercise supervision of all female offenders 
awaiting trial until their final disposition. Acts 1911, p. 540. 

3. Pandering. — Pandering was made unlawful under penalty of $300- 
$1,000 and imprisonment. Female whom it is sought to entice is a competent 
witness. Acts 1911, 439. 

4. Change of Name. — ^Whenever a female files a petition for a divorce, 
as a part of the relief sought, she may, if successful, have her maiden or 
previous married name restored to her. Acts 1909, p. 169, 
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
